takes  pleasure  in  dedicating  the  1954  edition  of  the  Gray  and 
White  Matter  to  Dr.  Robert  W.  Lawson  and  to  Weston  M.  Kelsey. 
It  has  been  primarily  through  the  efforts  of  these  men  that  the 
teaching  program  in  Pediatrics  is  without  equal.  They  are  tre- 
mendously interested  in  teaching  and  spare  no  efforts  in  attain- 
ing this  end. 

The  student  does  not  always  have  an  easy  road  to  follow 
while  on  their  service.  It  is  not  at  all  uncommon  that  one  is  made 
to  see  the  folly  of  some  particular  belief  or  idea.  But  through 
it  all  the  student  is  treated  fairly  and  is  trained  in  the  scientific 
approach  to  the  problems  at  hand. 

We  will  not  soon  forget  Dr.  Kelsey's  peering  over  his  glasses 
while  questioning  one  about  some  topic.  Neither  will  we  forget 
being  lambasted  by  Dr.  Lawson  on  ward  rounds.  The  oral  ex- 
aminations with  the  cutting  of  the  cards  is  another  memory  that 
will  linger.  But  more  important  is  the  fact  that  we  have  learned 
a  great  deal  about  Pediatrics. 


It  is  for  these  and  many  other  reasons  that  we,  the  senior 
class  of  1954,  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  appre- 
ciation to  Dr.  Lawson  and  to  Dr.  Kelsey  for  the  excellent  work 
that  they  are  doing.

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REFLECTION 


In  October  1950,  when  the  leaves  were  turning 
red  and  a  cool  wind  was  blowing  from  the  north- 
west we  gathered  to  face  whot  was  in  store  for  us 
during  the  next  four  years.  Hardly  had  the  wind 
blowing  from  the  orientation  program  ceosed  when 
we  picked  up  our  oors  and  rowed  madly  against  o 
flood  into  the  sea  of  Biochemistry.  Comillo,  the 
brave  skipper  of  our  galley  with  motes  Swanson  and 
Cornotzer  laying  the  lost  on  our  bore  bocks  as  we 
heaved  on  the  oors,  saw  us  sofely  across  the  wine 
red  sea  and  we  passed  between  the  Scylla  of  the 
Kreb  Cycle  ond  the  Chorybdis  of  protein  ond  fat 
metabolism  to  sail  for  the  onto  quiet  woters.  We  hod 
grown  in  stature  ond  knowledge  on  this  port  of  the 
journey.  We  hod  definitely  learned  that  the  "P"  in 
urine  stands  for  phosphates.  We  hod  learned  that  the 
esophogus  is  a  jealous  organ  ond  does  not  like  to  be 
intruded  upon  by  onother  tube.  When  our  first 
break  came  and  we  hod  time  to  rest  on  our  oors 
during  the  holidoys,  we  were  amazed  to  realize  thot 
in  spite  of  the  hectic  eleven  weeks  we  had  learned 
something,  which  should  hove  surprised  even  Dr. 
Swanson.    We  won't  talk  about  histology,   however. 

Christmos  come  and  went  swiftly  that  first  year. 
We  hod  hardly  hod  time  to  shorpen  our  dissection 
instruments  when  we  found  ourselves  getting  under 
way  ogoin,  with  the  Major  guiding  us  surely  through 
anatomy  and  Dr.  Groot  allowing  us  to  flounder 
through  neuroonatomy  with  only  Quimby  to  guide  us. 
Before  these  eleven  weeks  were  over  Hingeley  had 
distinguished  himself  by  being  the  first  to  weor  "the 
ring,"  McCuen  hod  received  rave  notices  from  Dr. 
Vonn  for  his  artistic  drawings  of  the  tendon  sheaths 
of  the  hond,  and  Bryan  found  out  after  on  oral  Quiz 
thot  o  student's  answer  is  always  right  if  the  instruc- 
tor doesn't  catch  him  in  error.  Bobo  ond  Thornton  hod 
almost  gotten  a  full  time  job  instructing  the  nurses 
in  onotomy  on  Wednesday  ofternoons.  Botes  ol- 
most  died  of  oxygen  intoxication  when  he  hod  to 
bend  over  to  the  dissection  table  and  get  out  of  the 
rarefied    stratosphere    to    which    he    wos    occustomed. 

In  neuroanatomy  we  learned  four  things:  (1)  mon 
has  a  brain,  (2)  it  is  composed  of  gray  and  white 
matter,  (3)  the  ports  ore  connected,  (4)  the  ports 
con  be  eosily  disconnected  at  the  dissecting  table. 
We  can't  forget  the  games,  jokes,  and  the  pertinent 
facts  that  we  learned  from  the  bull  sessions  there. 
We  moved  very  rapidly  during  this  quarter,  however, 
and    moving    rapidly    from    north    to    south    we    crossed 


the  perineum,  took  our  final  examinations  and  found 
much  to  the  omozement  of  our  entire  crew  that 
we  hod  hod  not  one  casualty. 

Without   time   to   draw   a   deep   breoth,    physiology, 
microbiology    and    pathology    begon    to    slosh    at    us 
in  waves.     Physiology  that  year  wos  listed  os  normal 
physiology    ond    we    students    were    used    as    the    ex- 
perimental   animals.      By    the    following    quarter    the 
course    wos    listed    as    abnormal    physiology,    but    we 
were    still    the    experimental    animals.     Once    started, 
physiology   continued    through    the   second   quarter   of 
the    second    yeor.     Echoing    yet    in    our    minds    is    the 
diabolical    laughter    of    Happy    Horold    os    one    of    his 
ossistonts  probed  our  muscles  with  o  needle  in  order 
to    demonstrate    a    motor    unit    on    the    oscilloscope. 
And   then   there   was   Swifty   meandering    through    the 
halls  dreaming  up  new  gadgets  which  were  first  used 
on  students  to  moke  certoin  that  they  would  be  safe 
for  the  dog  experiments.     It  is  unlikely  that  we  shall 
soon  forget  the  logical  lectures  of  Dr.  Little  in  which 
he  could  always  prove  his  suppositions  by  the  stotis- 
ticol   onolyses  of   the  data   he  obtained  from   his  ex- 
perimentation   on    rots    and    rabbits.     From    our    long 
series    of    one    lecture    on    endocrinology    we    learned 
that  the  body  has  glands.     It  hos  continued  to  amaze 
us  that,   considering   the  time  olloted,   the  cordiovos- 
culor   system    composes    90%    of    the    body.     Let   us 
neither    forget    fo    express    our    appreciation    to    Dr. 
Sawyer  who  was   the   first  to  expose   us  to  that  new 
principle  of  physics   thot  the  eosiest  way   to  elevate 
the  image  from  o  projector   is  to  elevate  the  screen. 
In    spite    of    everything,    even    Morris's    vivid    demon- 
stration of  hyperventilation,  we  found  that  Moss  and 
Williams    were    in    excellent    physical    condition;    and 
McLeod    survived    the    eighth    reoding    of    Best    ond 
Toylor.     Crawford    and    Botes    displayed    their    obility 
to   memorize    their   notes   and   Crawford    was   able    to 
recite   them    in    Shakespearean   sonnets. 

Pothology  started  that  first  year  ond  continued  OS 
long  OS  physiology,  and  it  was  o  contest  between  the 
two  departments  to  see  which  could  cover  the  most 
material  in  the  shortest  length  of  time  and  which 
could  octivote  the  most  synapses.  The  Moose  and 
his  assistants  hod  set  o  stroight  course  and  after 
living  through  cigor  smoke,  monotone  lectures  and 
unidentifiable  drawings  and  the  illuminating  wit  of 
"Virchow"  Prichord  we  finally  hod  hod  it;  but  the 
repercussions  were  not  entirely  evident  until  the  end 
of  the   year.     We   sholl   all    remember  the   time   that 
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Gross  stood  before  the  class  ond  promised  that  every 
day  in  every  way  he  would  grow  more  and  more  like 
Beamer — as  long  as  the  cigars  lasted. 

The  lost  quarter  of  the  second  year  caught  us 
with  our  pants  down,  both  literally  and  figuratively 
We  con  all  remember  how  Powell  went  running  to 
get  his  gun  thinking  that  he  was  bock  in  Wyoming 
with  Indians  attacking  when  Shearin  let  out  o  war 
whoop  when  he  wos  on  the  receiving  end  of  a  rectol 
examination  thot  day  in  our  physical  diognosis  class. 
Then  there  wos  the  poor  portner  of  Radford  who 
thought  that  he  would  flunk  the  course  since  it  was 
impossible  tor  him  to  palpate  a  kidney.  We  were  oil 
ready  to  leave  Dr.  Prichard's  class  that  day  that 
we  misunderstood  the  tense  of  the  verb  "to  use"  that 
he  hod  soid  when  he  was  telling  us  how  the  urine 
was  once  tasted  to  diagnose  diabetes. 

Finally  the  first  two  years  were  behind  us.  We 
had  purchased  our  whites  and  a  bog  of  tools  ond 
stood  trembling  on  the  threshold  of  the  next  two 
years.  With  the  beginning  of  the  summer  quarter 
we  selfconsciously  went  forth  to  meet  our  first  po- 
fients.  (Moore  hod  been  heord  to  mutter  "where 
do  you  sew  on  the  gold  stripes")  Medicine  came 
fast  ond  furious;  we  found  that  no  longer  was  our 
chief  occupotion  os  medical  students,  but  os  labora- 
tory technician  and  clinical  clerk.  We  did  leorn 
some  medicine.  In  surgery  we  found  ourselves 
scrubbed,  gowned,  gloved  and  masked;  occosionally 
we  even  got  to  hold  a  retractor.  We  quickly  learned 
to  click  our  heels  ond  soy  "Ja,  Herr  Doctor"  when 
Glod  was  around.  In  obstetrics,  though  daylight, 
nighttime,  sleet,  snow,  roin,  hail,  wind  ond  meol 
times  we  held  on  to  that  fundus.  Never  in  the  his- 
tory of  mankind  had  so  few  fundi  been  palpated  so 
much  by  so  few.  Specialties  come  and  went  rapidly; 
some  of  us  ore  still  panting  from  trying  to  keep  up 
with  Dr.  Mortinot  at  orthopedic  clinic.  Finally,  os 
quickly  OS  it  hod  come,  the  junior  year  hod  passed. 
We  hod  rowed  hard  and  steady  and  the  wear  and 
tear  was  beginning  to  show,  but  we  rested  o  bit  and 
were   reody  to  face   the   lost   leogue. 

Though  at  times  we  felt  that  we  were  not  getting 
OS  much  as  we  should  from  our  senior  year,  we  did 
gain  valuable  experience  and  self  confidence.  Of 
course  it  has  been  disconcerting  to  diagnose  o 
possible  orgonic  condition  and  then  months  or  weeks 
loter  to  have  the  diagnosis  proved  or  disproved  when 
the  potient  wos  finally  X-rayed.  As  we  served  our 
apprenticeship  as  midwives  on  the  Ob  service,  the 
love  of  Hoke  mode  things  much  eosier  for  some  of 
the  men.  In  surgery  the  ropid  shift  from  one  speciolty 
to    another    gave    us    o    fleeting    glance    into    the    in- 


tricocies  and  problems  of  each.  Perhops  the  great- 
est pleasure  derived  from  the  senior  year  was  work- 
ing   with    the   senior   staff   men. 

From  such  men  os  Dr.  Bradshow,  Dr.  Hightower, 
Dr.  Alexander,  Dr.  Moore,  Dr.  Johnson,  Dr.  Harrell, 
Dr.  Coyer,  Dr.  McMillan,  Dr.  Prichord,  Dr.  More- 
head  and  many  others,  we  hove  received  not  only 
the  best  of  medical  training  but  also  training  in  be- 
coming good  citizens.  By  their  actions  they  have 
given  us  0  source  of  inspiration  to  which  we  hope 
somedoy  to  attain.  Another  pleasure,  though  some- 
times in  disguise  at  the  time,  was  the  course  in 
pediotrics,  where  the  student  is  struck  by  the  planned 
system  of  teoching. 

As  we  look  bock  over  our  four  years  here,  we 
remember  that  there  hove  been  moments  of  triumph 
and  tragedy,  success  ond  foilure.  The  biggest  trogedy 
wos  the  passing  of  the  Major.  We  were  his  lost 
class.  We  ho.oe  that  in  our  brief  contact  with  him 
we  absorbed  some  of  the  ideals  upon  which  he  hod 
built  o  charocter  so  strong  and  on  integrity  so  un- 
shakable that  in  his  lifetime  he  hod  become  a  living 
legend. 

During  the  years  friendships  os  close  or  closer 
than  any  we  have  ever  known  hove  developed;  the 
Beard-Bolin,  Chesson-Cloninger,  Groves-Marshall 
teoms  ore  examples.  Also  during  the  years  Cupid  has 
come  riding  on  o  stork  ond  our  bachelor  ranks  hove 
been  rapidly  diminished.  And  looking  around  at  the 
offsprings  one  would  think  that  someone  hod  handed 
to  our  class  a  mandate  to  populate  as  well  as  to 
medicate  the  world.  And  those  of  us  who  ore  mar- 
ried salute  our  wives  who  hove  stood  by  us  so  po- 
tiently  and  born  up  so  well  during  our  obsences  while 
at  school  OS  well  as  while  we  were  at  home  studying. 

And  now  as  we  rest  tempororily  on  our  oors  and 
float  out  with  the  ebb  tide  into  the  sea  of  the  world 
beyond,  and  Bowmon  Gray  School  of  Medicine  and 
the  NCBH  sink  slowly  beyond  the  horizon,  we  know 
thot  we  will  never  forget  you:  your  square,  brick, 
hulking  form;  your  slick  corridors;  your  busy  labora- 
tories; your  stinking  fifth  floor;  the  all  night  duty 
expectant  faces  in  the  out  potient  department;  the 
on  fourth  floor;  the  anxious  foces  in  the.  lobbies;  the 
mony  patients  with  whom  we  were  fortunote  enough 
to  work;  the  numerous  classes,  clinics  ond  examina- 
tions; and  oil  the  instructors,  some  at  whom  we  hove 
now  joking  derided,  who  so  willingly  gave  of  their 
time  and  effort  in  order  to  give  to  us  a  good  medico! 
education. 

We  won't  soy  good-by  Bowman  Gray,  just  so  long;

Little  did  we  know  three  years  ogo  that  we  would 
be  entering  o  new  phase  of  life,  at  which  time,  we 
would  learn  the  true  meaning  of  nursing;  a  life  of 
new  experiences,  and  new  friends.  To  many  of  us 
this  new  phase  of  life  began  early  in  our  childhood 
when  we  idolized  that  glamorous  figure  in  white. 
To  others,  that  desire  to  serve  the  sick  come  about 
when  we  or  someone  dear  to  us  was  hospitalized 
for  treatment.  The  comfort  and  cheer  the  nurse 
brought  through  her  tender  core  made  a  lasting 
impression.

Procedures 
taught  in  the  nursing  arts  lob  were  soon  being  prac- 
ticed on  the  words  closely  supervised  by  our  patient 
instructors.  We  soon  learned  that  Dr.  Tyner  was 
not  a  med  student,  ond  the  incinerator  was  not  used 
for  the  laundry — right  Rachel? 

Christmas  orrived  and  many  of  us  found  ourselves 
going  home  for  a  long  awoited  week's  vacation. 
What  a  relief  to  get  away  from  all  those  books,  and 
long  hours  of  classes.  Santa  was  especially  nice  to 
Lineberger  that  year.  Nice  things  are  olways  found 
in    small    packages,    right    Bert? 

Finally,  thot  great  day  arrived,  May  30,  1 952, 
and  we  proudly  assembled  at  Ardmore  Baptist 
Church  for  the  long-awaited  capping  ceremony.  We 
were  convinced  then  that  a  cop  meant  more  than  a 
covering    for   the   "cronium." 

Summer  found  the  "shuffleboard  beoch"  filled 
with  red  noses,  freckles,  and  "sloughing"  bocks.  At 
last  vocations  arrived  and  cupid  hod  not  forsoken 
us.  Renie  sported  a  diamond  which  gave  hope  for 
the  rest  of  us.  We  also  became  oware  of  the  duties 
bestowed  upon  a  full-time  nurse,  ond  were  initiated 
to  night  duty  and  the  diet  kitchen.  How  many 
oranges    did    you    squeeze,    Marilyn? 


With  the  close  of  summer,  ond  the  addition  of 
new  students,  we  found  ourselves  no  longer  fresh- 
men but  Juniors.  This  year  brought  great  enthusiasm 
as    we    began    our    specialties — Pediatrics,    Operating 

Room,   and  Obstetrics. 

We  were  very  proud  to  have  Bonnie  Lynch  chosen 
OS  a  representative  at  the  Notional  Student  Conven- 
tion in  Cleveland,  Ohio.
